The treatment of war prisoners has 
undergone great change; and the mod­ 
ern idea of arbitration was practically 
unknown in ancient time. 
Here the sneaker cited some histori­ 
cal instances of vivid contrasts b e~ 
tween antiquity and the middle ages, 
before christianity had had time to 
pervade the nations, and recent years. 
Thus by the golden rule operating 
through international law lo tnt, very 
ends of 
the earth, heathen callous 
shall cease warfare. 
Japan and Peru 
have arbitrated 
controversies, and 
Japan and China in their late war 
fought under modern laws of war. 
Here the speaker asked, “ What of 
christianity and war today?” 
is any 
war consistent with our ideals of 
peace? “ Great is the crime of unjusti­ 
fiable war,” said John Adams. 
Retri­ 
butive justice is the Nemesis which 
wreaks vengeance. 
Our nation paid 
the penalty of that unrighteous con­ 
flict with Mexico fifty years ago; a con­ 
flict, the only pretext for which was 
the southern passion to extend slave 
territory. 
We paid the penalty and 
laid the hecatomb of more than a mil­ 
lion lives in the war for the union. But 
war for humanity m jy be juBt; indeed, 
war may be the only arbitrator in such 
a case. 
Here the speaker 
described the 
sitaution in Cuba. 
He spoke of Wey- 
ler’s order by 
which six hundred 
thousands of people had been herded 
within the troches of the fortified 
cities, 
non-combatants, 
inoffensive 
people driven from their plantations, 
deprived of means of subistnenoe and 
then provided neither with food nor 
care nor sanitation. 
A conservative 
estimate says that nu less than 300,- 
000 of these people died last year 
from starvation and diseases induced 
by lack of sanitation and care and 
food. 
Senator Proctor has described 
the heart rending situation in calm 
words and sober spirit, and hsB de­ 
s ire d that it be files description. This 
is the Spanish mode of warfare. 
He 
said that the Maine incident, due, we 
trusted to accident, had been like a 
rocket sent into the air by providence 
to draw the attention of this great 
and humane nation to the awful sit­ 
uation lying beyond that shattered 
hulk in the harbor of Havana, over on 
the plague strioken island. 
“ What duty does our nation owe to 
Cuba in behalf of our debt to human­ 
ity?” 
Here the speaker adverted to 
the “yellow newspaper” in this war­ 
fare; spoke of its “ crimson rhetoric” 
and deplored the greed which will 
play on Ameriern patriotism to fill its 
coffers. 
He deplored the bitter words 
of hatred and rancor and said that 
this was unchristian and out Splined 
Spain. 
The question Is a simple one. 
Not shall Cuba be 
politically free 
from Spain, in that we are interested 
only 
sympathetically; 
indeed to 
hold a 
position 
consistent 
with 
th at for which we contended with 
England thirty odd years ago in ob­ 
jecting to her granting rights of belli­ 
gerency to the Confederacy, we had 
best be very conservative.

tion is simple: are we a free people if

Rev. W. A. H all Considers th e Condition 
of Spain's Unhappy Province 
A* Court street M. E. church last 
evening there was a crowded house, 
the subject announced by the pastor, 
Rev. W. A. Hall, being ‘ Cuban Para­ 
bles.” The attentioo bestowed upon 
the address showed the keen interest 
felt by the public generally in every­ 
thing that relates to the island now 
occupying so much attention of both 
hemispheres. 
Mr. Hall said in part: 
The condition of Cuba Ie truly de­ 
plorable. She has been under Spanish 
control, and it is as natural for Spain 
to be despotic as it is for a toad to be 
uqly. 
She is built that way. 
Her 
hand has been outstretched, not to 
help Cuba up but to keep Cuba down. 
She has 
succeeded signally. 
The 
taxes in that island have exceeded 
those in any so-called civilized coun­ 
try, and only one-twenty-fifth has 
been expended there, and that almost 
entirely in salaries for Spanish offi­ 
cials. 
This policy sunkCuba deep and 
held her there. 
Think of It, a splen­ 
did climate, an extremely fertile soil, 
the largest possible so far as nature. 
God’s gift, it concerned, and yet in all 
this possible oppulence Cuba has been 
poor. 
Her poverty has been bard and 
grinding. 
In 1868 there was an up­ 
rising against Spain’s heavy oppres­ 
sion. 
It was largely in vain. 
Now 
again she is struggling. 
You would 
blame ber if she did not. 
^eyler 
commanded that all the inhabitants 
betake themselves to the fortified cit­ 
ies and towns. 
Here they are impris­ 
oned; whole families in little huts, 
with no sanitary provisions. 
GOO,OOO 
died last year of starvation and its 
effects, 
O but the darkness is mid­ 
night, starless midnight, blackest mid­ 
night down in Cuba.

CHAMP CLARK’S ENTHUSIASTIC TRIB­ 
UTE TO THE RURAL PRESS. 


Tile Editor la, Soya lie Congressman, “the 
Pack Hone of Every Community,** “the 
W ont Underpaid Laborer In the Vine­ 
yard.” 


In speaking against the Loud postal 
bill in the house of representatives the 
other day Congressman Champ Clark of 
Missouri made the following character­ 
istic plea for the country editor: 
"The great objection to this bill,” he 
M id , “ is that it is detrimental to news­ 
papers and diminishes the diffusion of 
information. Having once been a coun­ 
try editor myself, I entertain a most 
kindly feeling for my old confreres. I 
am willing to make affidavit that the 11 
Months I spent editing a rural journal 
were the most beneficial of my life to 
myself and perhaps to others. I am proud 
to have belonged to the editorial guild. 
I am unalterably opposed to anything 
that will injure the country editor, cur­ 
tail his profits, circumscribe his useful­ 
ness or place an additional thorn in his 
pathway. The rural editor—God bless 
bim —is the most persistent of teachers. 
Like charity as described by St Paul 
In the thirteenth chapter of I Co­ 
rinthians, he *suffereth long and is 
kind; he envieth not himself, is not 
puffed up; doth not behave himself un­ 
seemly; seeketh not his own; is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil; re­ 
joiced not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in 
truth; beareth all things, hopeth all 
things, endured all things.* 
“ He is the pack horse of every com­ 
munity, the promoter of every laudable 
enterprise, the worst underpaid laborer 
in the vineyard. Counting his space as 
his capital, he gives more to charity, 
bis means considered, than any other 
member of society. 
He is a power in 
politics, a pillar of tho church, a leader 
in the crusade for better morals. 
He is 
pre-eminently the friend of humanity. 
Line upon line, paragraph upon para­ 
graph, day by day, be is embalming in 
cold type tho tacts from which the 
Herodotus. Tat it us. Sismondi or Ma­ 
caulay ct the tuture will write the his­ 
tory of our times.
